E that remembers Chriſt's death as he ought, canner 

but remember what were the benefits purchaſt by his 
Death for thoſe that believe in him : which benefits are 
held forth and repreſented in the Sacrament, and by ir 
conveyed and aſſured to the worthy Receivers, and da call 
for ſuitable diſpofirions and affetions in them, as I :thall 
ſhew- particularly. Of theſe benefits I ſhall name three 
which are the principal, and contain all the reſt : And theſe 
are Juſtification, Sanfification, and Glorification. 

1, The firſt is Juſtification or the pardon of ſn (for the 
difference betwixt them is ſo ſmall, that I ſhall here take 
no notice of it) which pardon Chriſt hath obtained by 
the ſatisfaftion he made to divine juſtice, by his perfe& o- 
bedience and grievous ſufferings, for the ſake whereof, 
Believers are releaſt from the rigour and curſe of the 
Law, received into the favour of God, and preſerved 
from thoſe miſeries which otherwiſe had according to their 
deſert befaln them, Gal. 3. 1. Chriſt bath redeemed us 
from the curſe of the Law, being made a curſe for us, Heb. 
I. 3. When he had by himſelf purged our ſins, &c, Heb. 
9. 26—But now he hath appeared 10 put away ſin by the 
facrifice of himſelf, Rom. 3. 23, 24+ For all- have finned 
and come ſhort of the glory of God; being juſtified freely by 
his grace, through the redemption that is im Jeſus Chriſt ; 
with multitudes of the like places. ' And the Bread and

The ſecond benefit 1s Sanftification. 


2. HE ſecond great benefit purchagd by the Death 
: of Chriſt, and held forth in the Sacrament, is 
Sanfifying, Saving Grace, for the enlivening. and 
ſtrengthening the Soals of Believers. - There is no truth 
more plain in the whole Goſpel, than that one end 
of Chriſt's Death . was, to obrain' from the Father, that 
the holy Spirit ſhould acco y the ming of the 
Goſpel, to enlighten the minds and- ( the hearts ' of 
thoſe who ſhould not wilfully reſiſt his workings, that 
they might entertain the trurh in the love thereof ; 
and thar on theſe, greater meaſures of grace ſhould be 
poured forth, to make them in all things conformable to 
their Maker, according to the capacity of their natures ; 
which was the great deſign of the Redeemer, even to 
reſtore Apoſtate creatures to the image of God wherein 
they were created, that fo they might be made meet for 
his ſervice here, and the fruition of him hereafrer. A 
moſt lamentable miſtake it is to confine Chriſt's death on- 
Iy to the procuring of a pardon, and keeping ſinners out 
of Hell, fince this was but in order to a work of grace on 
their hearts, and only ſuch who ſubmit to this work ſhall 
at laſt have a ſhare in the abſolute pardon. For ſuppoſe 
a'company of Prifoners were taken in War, who being 
weak and wounded, cannot return into their own Cour- 
try, but muſt preſently be pur co death by the King that 
took them; and in the mean time comes their own 
Prince, and pays a great ſum to obtain, that the execu- 
tion of them may m__ off for ſome time, and that his 
Phyſician may uſe icines, and apply plaiſters ro as ma- 
ny as are willing, and that all ſuch, when they are made 
whole, ſhall be ſent ro their own homes; and the reſt 
who will not be ruled by the Phyſician, but ſpit our his 
ions, becauſe they are bitter, and throw away his plai- 
ers, 1 becauſe they make them ſmart, they are to remain 
in their priſon, and be pur-to death as they were ſenten- 
ced.
